And now at Dur 
very firſt entry into the Realm being entertained and 
impoꝛtuned with inkoꝛmations of ſundꝛy Miniſters, com- 
plaining of the errours and imperfections of the Church 
here, as well in matter of Doctrine as of Diſcipline: Al- 
though we had no reaſon to pꝛeſume that things were ſo 
far amiſs, as was p2etended,becauſeuse had ſeen the King⸗ 
dom under that Foꝛm of Religion which by Law was e⸗ 
ſtabliſhed in the dates of the late Queen of famous memo 
ry,bleſſed with a Peace and pꝛoſperity, both extraoꝛdina⸗ 


ry and of many yers continuance(a ſtrong evidence that

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God was therewith well pleaſed,) Bet becauſe the impoꝛ⸗ 
tunitie of theComplatners was n2eat,thetr affirmations 
vehement, and the zeal wherewtth the fame did ſeem to 
be accompanied, very ſpectous:Pde were moved thereby to 
make it our occaſion to wigs bono Which ts the 
chiefeſt of all Kingly duties, That is, to ſettle the affairs 
of Religion, andthe Service of God, befoze their own. 
Which while we were in hand to do, as the contagion of 
the ſickneſſe reigning in our City of London, and other pla⸗ 
ces, would permit an aſſembly of perſons meet foꝛ that pur- 
poſe; Some of thoſe whomiſltked the ſtate ofReligion here 
eſtabliſhed,pzeſuming moze of our intents then ever we 
gave them cauſe to do, and tranſpoꝛted with humour, be- 
gan ſuch pzocedings, as did rather raiſe a ſcandall in the 
Church, then take offence away, Foz they both uſed fozms 
of publike ſerving of God not Hereallowed,heldaſſemblies 
without authoꝛity, æ did other things carrying a very ap- 
parent ſhew of Sedition, moe then of Teal: whom we re⸗ 
ſtrained by afozmerP2oclamation in the moneth of Octo⸗ 
ber laſt, x gabe intimation of the Conference We intended 
to be had with as much ſped as conveniently could be, foꝛ 
the oꝛdering of thoſe things of the Church which accoꝛd⸗ 
ingly followed in the moneth of January laſt at our Ho- 
nour of Hampton Count; where betoꝛe Our ſelf, +4Our Puvie 
Councel were aſſembled many of the gzaveſtBiſhops and 
Pꝛelats oftheRealm,andmanyotherlearned men as well 
of thoſe that are confozmable to the State of the Church 
eſtabliſhed, as of thoſe that diſſented.

THE PREFACE: 


Here was never any thing by the wit ofmanſowel 
gevifed, or ſo fre -tabg 


non Prayers in the Church, commonly called 
Divine Service. The firſt originall and ground 
whercof,it a man would ſearch out by the ancient 
Fathers,he ſhall find that the ſame was nor ordai- 
ned but of a good purpoſe, & for a great advance- 
ment of godlineſs. For they ſo ordered the matter, 
cat all the whole Bible ( or the greateſt part ther- 
— . AN A of) ſhould be read once over every yeer, intending 
tncrby that che Clergy,and eipecially ſuch as wereMiniſters of theCongregation, 
{hould(by often reading and meditation of Gods word)be ſtirred up to godlineſſe 
themſcives,and be more able to exhort others by, wholeſome doctrine, and to con. 
fute them that were adverſaries to the truth. And further, that the people(by daily 
hearing of holy Scripture read in the Church)ſhould continually profit more and 
more inthe knowledge of God, and be the moreenflamed with the love of his 
true Religion. But theſe many yeers paſſed, this godly and decent order of the an- 
cient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken and neglected, by planting in uncertain 
ſtories, legends;reſponds, verſes, vain repetitions,commemorations,and I t 
thar commonly when any book of the Bible was begun, before threeor four 
chapters were read our, all the reft were unread. And in this ſort the book of Efat 
was begun in Advent, and the book of Geneſis in Septuagefima : but they were 
only begun and never read thorow. After like ſort were other books of holy ſcri- 
pture uſed. And moreover, whereas ſaint Paul would have ſuch language :ſpo- 
ken tothe people in the church, as they might underftand , and have profit 
hearing the ſame: the ſervice in this church of England theſe many yeers hat 
been read in Latine to the people, which they underſtand not: fo that they have 
heard with their ears only, and their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been ediſied 


thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have di- 


vided the Pſalms into ſeven portions,, whereof every one was called a Nocturnę 


now of late time a few of them have been daily ſaid, and oft repeated, and the reſt 
utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſſe of the rules called the Pie, 
and the manifold changings of the ſervice, was the cauſe, that to turn the book 
only. was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there was more buſineſſe 
to find out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was found out. 1

ſome be untrue, ſonic uncertain, ſome vain and ſufjerſtitious , and nothing is or- 
fined to be read, but the very pure word of G, the holy Scriptures, or that 
which is evidently grounded upon the ſame, and thit in ſuch a language and ordet 
as is moſt caſie and plain for the underſtanding bhth of the readers and hearers. 
It is alſo more commodious,þoth for the ſhortneſſt thereof, and for the plainneſſe 
of the order, and for that the tules be few and eaſio. Further more: by this order 
the Curates ſhall need none other books for their E ſervice, but this begke 
and the Bible. By the means whereof, the people Hall not be at ſo great chatges 
for books, as in times paſt they have been. |

hal obtain by reading upon the book, they will not refuſe the pain, in conſideta- 
tion of the great profit that (Hall enſue thereof. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may 
ariſe inthe uſe and pradtiſing of the ſame - to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity ( if any 
ariſe Jand for the relolution of all doubts concerning the manner how to under- 
ſtand, do, and excute the things contained in this book: The parties that ſo 
doubt, or diverſly take any tin al il way feſort to the biſhop of the dioceſſe, 

who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the

And wheteas in this our time, the mindes of men are lo divers that ſome 
think it a great matter of conſcience, to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their 
Ceremonies, thep beſo addicted to their old cuſtomes; and again on the otter 
fide, ſome be ſo neW-fangled,that they Would innovate all things, and ſo deſpiſe 
the old, that nothing can like them but that is nw: it Was thought expedicnt 
not ſo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatiſfie either of theſe parties, as 
how to pleale God, and pzofit them both. And yet leſt any man ſhould be offen. 
ded, whom good reaſon ſatiſfie, here be certain cauſes rend2ed, why ſome 
of the ed Ceremonles be put away, and ſome retained and kept fill. 
Some are put away,becauſe the great exceſſe and multitude of them hath 
ſo increaſed in theſe lattez dayes, that the burthen of them was intolersbie , 


» whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were grown to ſuch 
a number, that the eſtate of Chziſtian people was in wozſe caſe concerning 
that matter, then wers the Jewes. And he tountelled that ſuch yoke and bur- 
then ſhould be taken away, as time Would ſerve quietly to doit.

Fos 
we think it convenient, that every countrey ſhould uſe ſuch ceremonies, 
as they ſhall think beñ to the ſetting forth of Gods honour and glory, and 
to os peeing of the people to a molt perfect and godly libing, without 
ertour 92 ſuperſtition: And that they ſhould pur away other things;

When Pilate 
heard mention of Galilee, he asked whether the man were 
of Galilee. And aſſoon as he knew that he belonged unto 
Herods juriſdiction, he ſent him to'Herod, which was alſo 
at Jeruſalemat that time. And when Herod ſaw Jeſus he 
was ercecding glad, foꝛ he was deſirous to ſee him of a long 
ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of him, and he 
truſted to have ſeen ſome miracles done by him. Then he 
queſtioned with him many woꝛds: but he anſwered him no⸗ 
thing. The high pꝛieſts and ſcribes. ſtood foꝛth and accu- 
ſed him ſtraifly. And Herod with his men of warre deſpi⸗ 
ſed him. And when he had mocked him, he arayed him in 
White clothing, and ſent him again to Ptlate. And the ſame 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together: foz be⸗ 
foe they were at variance. And Pilate called together the 
high pueſts , and the rulers, and the people, and ſaid unto 
them, pe have bꝛought this man unto me. as one that per- 
verteth the people, andbehold, J examine himbefoze you, 
and finde no fault in this man of thoſe things whereof ye 
accuſe him, no noꝛ yet Herod, Foz ſent you uuto him, 
and lo, nothing woꝛthy of death is done unto him: J will 
therefo:e chaſten him, and let him looſe.
